•'N'uw  Jesus  lovi'd  Martha  and  her  sister  and  Lazarus." 

We  gather,  to-day,  with  sadness  and  sur- 
prise, to  do  honor  to  a  noble  woman  who 
iias  gone  in  and  out,  and  abided  at  home 
among  ii.s,  (and  with  no  faltering  as  to  her 
clioice  of  a  home  in  this  fair  city)  for 
nearly    forty    years. 

Cai'ing  nobly  for  her  own  household,  all 
of  whom  rise  up  and  call  her  blessed,  she 
lias  found  time  and  strength  to  do  for  her 
neighbois  and  friends,  for  the  poor  and 
tiiilicted,  for  the  sick  and  wounded,  for  the 
civilian    and    the   soldier. 
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The  word  of  God  (to  which,  as  fioin  a 
fountain  of  comfort,  and  a  rich  njiiie  of 
instruction,  under  all  circumstances,  a 
Christian  i)astor  will  look)  has  in  it  these 
striking  words  (words  that  are  immortal, 
and  will  ahide,  increasingly  of  interest, 
through    all    time): 

"Now  Jesus  iove.l  Martliii  :ui.l  li(M  si>,tci-  ;in.l  I.nzwnis." 

The  love  which  our  blessed  Lord  Jesus 
had  to  John,  of  whom  it  is  recorded  that 
he  was  the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  did 
not  at  all  interfere  with  the  love  wliic-h  he 
had  to  the  impulsive  Peter,  the  dignified 
Nathaniel,    or   the   conscientious   James. 

But  of  both  Martha  and  Maiy  it  is  re- 
corded   that    Jesus    loved    tlieiii. 

That  sisterly  and  brotherly  love  would 
have  been  very  greatly  deficient  if  Martha 
had  not  been  in  it.  Indeed,  as  men  are, 
there  would  be  little  chance  for  tiie  Marys 
to  have  homes  in  which  to  live  if  there 
were   not  many   sister   Marthas.

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All  that  choice  care  nnd  preparation,  and 
delicate  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
weary  and  lootfore  and  reviled  and  hated 
One,  all  that  care  (which  is  so  helpful  to 
any  tired  traveler)  was  doubtless  exceed- 
ingly grateful  to  Him  who  "had  not  where 
to  lay  His  head."  The  two  miles  over 
the  Mount  of  Olives  which  He  walked 
every  evening,  alter  teaching  all  day  at 
tht)  crowded  Jerusalem,  prepared  Him  to 
appreciate  such  a  weiconie  and  such  fare 
as   was   to   be   had  in  the  home  at  Bethany. 

It  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  possessing 
of  a  truly  perfect  symmetrical  character  to 
believe,  that  had  there  not  been  such  a  need 
and  siicli  a  sujjply  as  only  Martha  would 
liave  ready,  our  Lord,  when  in  the  flesh, 
would  not  have  so  often  been  at  that 
Hethany  home.  And  we  may  not  improp- 
erly soui'.-times  regard  the  Savior,  when  he 
said  "Martha!  Martha!  thou  art  careful 
and  troubled  about  many  things,"  as  the 
rather  defending  Mary  from  the  not  un- 
reasonable   blame,    than    rebuking    Martha. 


But  I  remember  we  coiue  to  siiy  tlie  few 
last  words  over  the  silent  form  of  tliis 
dear  friend  of  yours  and  mine,  not  over  a 
Martha!  but  the  sweeter  name  of  Ruth. 
Martha  means  sorrowful;  llutli  means  beau- 
ty. The  traits  of  the  Ruth  of  the  Old 
Testament  were  not  unlike  those  of  tlie 
Ruth  we  mourn.  That  persistency  of  pur- 
pose, and  in  a  fj;reat  variety  of  good 
causes,  which  our  friend  here  has  ever 
manifested,  is  well  set  forth  in  the  ever 
memorable  words  of  the  Bible  Ruth,  as  to 
abiding  with  her  mother-in-law,  and  as  to 
continuing  in  tlie  service  of  the  true 
God:  "And  Ruth  said  to  Naomi,  Entreat 
me  not  to  leave  tliee,  or  to  return  from 
following  after  thee,  lor  whither  thou 
goest,  I  will  go!  and  where  thou  lodgest 
I  will  lodge!  thy  i)eople  shall  be  my  peo- 
ple, and  thy  God  my  God!  where  thou 
diest  will  I  die,  and  there  will  I  be  buiied. 
Tiie  Lord  do  so  to  me,  and  more  also  if 
aught  but  death  part  thee  and  me."  They 
both,    the    Ruth    of    Naomi    and    ours   were 
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steadfastly  minded  to  do  whatever  was  un- 
dertaken to  be  done.  Never  undertaking 
to  do  anytliing  tliat  was  not  approved  of 
God  and  useful  to  others,  she  set  about 
it  with  an  energy  and  activity  and  kind 
persistence  that  no  indifference  or  contempt 
of  others  availed  to  cool.  They  them- 
selves were  infected  by  lier  enthusiasm, 
assuming  as  she  did,  tliat  there  could  be 
no  ditterence  of  o])inion  in  any  good  man 
or     wonjan    on  the    question. 

VVtien,  in  those  olil  pro-slavery  times,  a 
few  colored  children  on  the  back  seats  of 
a  Sunday  School  needed  a  teacher,  she— as 
a  matter  of  course,  coming  from  the 
shadow  of  Faneuil  Flail,  the  cradle  of  lib- 
erty, and  from  under  the  preacliing  of  the 
large-hearted  and  eloquent  Kev.  E.  N. 
Ivirk,  of  Boston,  who  was  an  Abolitionist 
at  seventeen  and  a  half  years  of  age,  when 
Wendell  Pliillips  was  only  nine  years  old, 
and  Win.  Lloyd  Garrison  an  unknown  ap- 
prentice in  a  printer's  oflict — she  had  not 
a  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  iier  duty,  or  as 
to    doing  it. 
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I  call  to  mind  tiio  ditiident  yet  brave 
young  woman,  wljo,  in  IH^IT,  witli  a  certiti- 
cate  of  her  (lualit^catious  fioiu  lier  old 
teacher  at  the  Union  Academy  in  (Canaan, 
N.  H.,  began;  in  the  family  of  (leneral 
Lowe;  at  the  little  school  house  ijeyond 
his  farm, and  then  at  a  school  house  way 
out  on  the  Iowa  City  road ;  her  tirst  eff- 
orts  to   teach. 

And  when  in  1849,  the  lone  and  care- 
worn yet  genial  and  witty  man  (with  four 
motherless  children)  asked  for  her  love  and 
help,  she  consented,  and  begun  the  loving 
and  faithful  care  whicli  they  to  this  day 
60  well  remenjber,  and  have  all  along  and 
even  in   their  manhood  continued   to    honor. 

She  was  frail  in  lu'r  ai)|)earance,  and  ner- 
vous in  temperament,  and  I  expected  she 
would  soon  break  down,  and  go  to  her 
Eastern    home  again. 

But  she  had  no  such  thouglit,  and  I 
have  no  recollection  of  luu-  ever  breaking 
down  or  of  her  failure  to  accomplish  what 
she     undertook.       Did     her    i)astor's     family 
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need  a  carpet,  or  a  sewing  machine,  or  a 
new  set  of  ciiairs;  did  the  old  house  of 
worship  need  to  he  repaired;  did  the  Sun- 
day School  need  some  books  or  furnisliing, 
tliisy   were    secured. 

Was  there  need  of  a  Soldiers'  Aid  So- 
ciety, a  Sanitary  Fair,  a  soldiers'  dinner  or 
lunch,  a  Home  for  Soldiers'  Orphans,  a 
monuHjent  in  memory  of  our  heroes,  was 
she  not  among  the  first  to  act  and  the 
last    to    cease    effort? 

Must  there  be  ever  a  maintaining  of  the 
gatlierings  tor  prayer  in  their  behalf,  and 
for  our  country,  she  was  unwillingly  absent 
(if   she    was    absent)    from    them. 

Not  until  within  two  or  three  years 
liave  inhrmities  in  health  forbidden  her 
l)resence  uniformly  at  the  prayer  meeting 
iind  sanctuary,  and  against  this  absence 
she  resisted  far  beyond  her  strength.  It 
is  only  a  few  Sundays  since  she  sat  in 
patient  endurance  in  lier  corner  of  the  old 
pew    yonder. 
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From  tlie  first  day  I  bocaiiie  her  pastor,  in 
1848,  to  the  day,  only  a  sliort  time  since  at 
her  home,  wliere  I  was  noticing  her  care 
for  her  invaUd  husljand,  she  has  been  true 
and  ever  responsive  to  me  as  her  pastor.  I 
do  not  recollect  that  she  ever,  in  a  sinple 
instance  faltered,  whether  in  times  jjopular 
or   tinies    adverse. 

But,  my  brethren,  death  is  not  yet  coii- 
quered.  Within  less  than  a  week  1  have 
been  called  (otiicially)  to  look  in  the  faces 
asleep  in  death,  of  a  man  of  fifty-four, 
a  young  man  of  twenty-three,  and  now  to 
bid  farewell  to  so  true  and  good  a  woman, 
at    the    age   of   sixty-five. 

I  have  read  of  a  noble  woman  who  year 
after  year  attended  a  division  of  the  army 
of  her  country  in  every  canjpaign,  caring 
for  the  wounded  and  watching  with  the 
sick.  Her  energy,  courage,  gentleness  and 
l)resence  of  mind,  saved  many  lives,  and 
gained  for  her  the  reverence  and  admira- 
tion of  officers  and  men.  She  helped 
wherever   she   found    any   one    of   either    side 
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needing.  Three  foreign  empires  conferred 
honors  upon  her.  But  not  wiUing  to 
wear  .my  badge  or  decoration,  tlie  grati- 
tude of  tlie  sohliers  found  a  way  to 
remunerate  lier.  Tliey  petitioned  and  ob- 
tuiniMl  for  her  the  privilege  of  pardoning 
every  year  two  criminals  that  were  con- 
demned  to   deatli. 

We  can  lionoi'  our  sister  by  seeking  for 
her  sake  to  the  more  steadfastly  doing 
kind  and  hel|)ful  things,  teuiporal  and  spir- 
itual, for  others,  and  by  special  doing  in 
iier  memory  some  good  thing,  to  some  one 
each    year. 

Specially  may  we  w(dl  hear  on  our  iiearts 
him  who  is  again  left,  and  unite  in  com- 
mending to  the  God  of  all  grace  and  com- 
fiirt  and  help  the  five  sons  and  daughter, 
whose  deliglit  it  has  been  to  show  in  so 
many  ways  Ikjw  great  and  good  a  thing 
it  is  to  have  a  noble  and  Chiistian  mother; 
one  who  for  so  many  years,  and  from  her 
early  youth,  rejoiced  in  her  union  with  a 
church    of     Christ,     a.nd    acknowh^dged     her 
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dependence  for  forgiveness  and  hope  u|)on 
Him  alone,  and  to  wliose  ratisomed  s|)irit 
nothing  would  hciiig  inoie  joy  and  delight 
than  to  know  that  He  who  "loved  Martha 
and  her  sister  and  La/.arus"  and  to  whom 
the  Ruth  of  the  IJihh;  pledged  Iwr  life  long 
adherence,  also  loves  thesu  so  dear  to  her, 
and  loves  them,  with  that  love  He  Imnus  to 
His   people. 

As  we  have  looked  once  more  upon  this 
expressive  countenance  hushed  to  the  long 
silence  of  the  grave,  as  we  have  had 
wrenched  from  us  one  hy  one,  those  so 
dear  and  so  hel])ful  to  us,  and  reali/.c 
afresh  that  our  "days  are  as  a  hand 
breadth,"  and  that  they  "|)ass  away  as  the 
swift  ships,"  let  our  hearts  turn  toward  the 
eternal  (lod.  fjet  us  niake  Him  (and  in 
His  appointed  way)  our  refuge  and  strength, 
who    alone    is    as     the    everlasting   hills.

Very  suddenly  hns  the  sky  been  overcast 
with  darkness  and  ghioni,  to  thousands  of 
licurts  111  Muscatine,  in  tlie  unexpected 
deatli  of  this  noljle  woman.  With  a  sor- 
row l)eyond  telhn^r,  do  th(^  stricken  hus- 
liaiid  and  family  sit  in  this  home  whose 
heailtitul  light  and  joy  have  gone  out  for- 
ever. Wliat  words  can  accentuate  the  sense 
of  loss  universally  felt,  or  speak  of  a  career 
whose  virtues  and  j^rand  service  to  human- 
ity and  country  have  been  a  theme  of  love 
at    every    iiiesidc    in    our    county? 
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But  a  generation  has  nearly  passed  since 
the  war,  and  there  are  liiindreds  who  liave 
seen  tliat  quiet,  eotnely  attiied  tigiire  with 
its  gentle  madonna-like  face,  in  its  infre- 
quent appeaiancc  on  tiie  sfrei't  witliout 
associating  it  with  the  Pi'csidency  of  thtt 
(Jounty  Soldiers'  Aid  Society,  the  Soldiers' 
()r|)lian  Home,  our  Soldieis'  Monument,  oi- 
with  the  heautiful  life  of  S('rvic(^  for  others, 
whicdj  it  evoked  to  tlie  memory  of  those 
familiar  with  the  history  of  our  city.  It 
is  a  sad  hut  pleasant  duty  to  recall  this 
life    to    the    grateful    rememhrance    of    all. 

Mrs.  Cadle  was  horn  in  Orford,  N.  11., 
January  Kith,  1S'2(I.  She  attended  the  Ca- 
naan Academy,  one  of  tiie  first  senunaries 
of  New  England,  and  it.  was  on  the  solici- 
tation made  to  the  academy  for  a  teacdicr 
hy  ox-Gov.  Ij0W(!,  then  residing  m  Musca- 
tine, that  she  yielded  to  tiie  n'coinmenda- 
tion  of  the  Piincipal,  J.  Mverett  Saigent, 
late  (Miief  Justice  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
(U'i)arted  for  this  emltryo  city.  She  arri\ed 
in    1H47,   and     tauglit    s(diO(d    for    two    ycitis.

until  lier  luairiiige  witli  Mr.  Cornelius  Ca- 
liie,  wijich  took  place  March  4th,  184'J. 
Two  children  were  issue  of  this  marriage, 
Mrs.  Ahbie  Mahin  and  Mr.  Henry  Uadle, 
lioth  of  Clinton. 

Deceased  had  at  once  impressed  Musca- 
tine society  witli  the  nobility  and  earnest- 
ness of  her  nature,  as  well  as  with  the 
cultivation  and  graces  of  her  mind,  in  her 
sphere  of  teacher;  but  it  was  during  the 
ciiolera  epidemic  of  1852,  tliat  she  douued 
the  robes  of  a  very  sister  of  charity  and 
ministered  without  ceasing  to  the  neces- 
sities of  a  plague -stricken  people.  When 
the  war-cloud  of  the  rebellion  began  dis- 
charging its  lightnings,  Mrs.  Cadle  was 
one  of  the  first  to  think  of  the  wants  of 
tiie  boysin-blue  at  the  front  and  of  their 
families  at  home,  and  with  her,  to  think 
was  to  act.  The  Muscatine  County  Sol- 
diers' Aid  Society  was  organized  and  she 
was  called  to  the  presidency  and  remained 
at  its  head  during  the  war.  She  was  also 
one   of  tiie   prime    movers    in    the   organiza- 
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ation  of  the  great  Sanitary  Fair  held  in 
this  city  and  which  reahzed  over  $-}),()()() 
for  the  Sanitary  Cointnission,  besides  im- 
inense  stores  of  provisions  and  clothing. 
Tlien  came  the  duty  owing  from  the  State 
to  tiie  orphans  ot  its  heroes  and,  atiiong 
the  first  to  feel  the  obligation,  and  to  labor 
for  its  grateful  expression,  she  becauie  one 
of  tlie  incorporators  of  the  Iowa  Soldiers' 
Orphans'  Home.  To  her,  also,  becoming- 
ly fell  the  office  and  honor  of  being  cliief 
solicitor  for  the  subscription  that  raised  the 
noble  marble  column  and  etligy  in  our 
Court  Square  to  the  memory  of  tlie  fallen 
heroes  of  tbe  county,  tbc  hrst  monument 
of   its  kind   to    be  erected    in    tiie    State 

One  might  continue  with  tliis  list  of 
deeds  well  done — to  s|)eak  of  her  interest 
in,  and  generous  charities  to,  the  freechneu, 
her  synipatliy  with  and  support  of  tlie  W. 
C.  T.  U.,  and  of  her  active  co-operation 
with  iier  church  and  society  in  the  be- 
nevolent and  educational  movements  in  this 
city.       She  was  a   (^onnnunicant   of  the  {!on- 
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gregational  cburcli,  of  vvhieli  lier  liiisbaud 
lias  been  tor  uiuuy  years  the  senior  deacon, 
and  none  stood  before  ber  in  her  womanly 
zeal  for  tbe  cause  of  ber  Master,  at  borne 
and    in    foreij^n    lands. 

Willi  her  bushand,  she  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  tbe  IVfuscatine  Academy  of  Science, 
gracing  its  meetings  with  her  presence  on 
all    possible    occasions. 

About  two  years  ago  she  suffered  from 
an  attack  of  asthma  and  has  since  been 
compelled  to  regard  herself  as  an  invalid. 
She  journeyed  to  tbe  Pacific  in  qnest  of 
health  mid  sojourned  in  Clinton  for  a 
while  for  s|)ecial  treatment.  Her  disease 
had  Ijegiin  of  late  to  assume  a  serious 
form,  hut  it  was  not  until  last  week  that 
her  state  became  alarming  to  ber  family 
and  '  triends,  and  ber  children  were  sum- 
moned to  her  side.  Yesterday  morning  she 
appeared  to  have  the  jiromise  of  a  com- 
fortable ilay,  and  breakfasted  with  a  seem- 
ing relish.  Soon  iifter  she  was  seized  with 
a   congestive    chill     and     expired     before     it 
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was   seen     that     the     sliadow    of     death  liad 
entered    the    room. 

The  funeral  will  take  place  at  half- past 
2  o'clock  on  Wednesday  afternoon  from  the 
Congregational  Church  — Muscatine,  [loira,)

CADLE— At  Muscatinu,  Sunday  morning,  April  I'itli,  of  a 
oongestive  chill,  Ruth  L.,  witV  of  Corni^iius  Cadk',  ajfeJ  sixty-fivu 
years,  two  months  and  twenty-six  days. 

Again  tiie  Silent  Reaper  has  called  and 
suddenly  summoned  home  one  of  tlie  noh- 
lest  christian  ladies  of  Iowa.  Sorrow  and 
gloom  o'erspread  the  happy  home  over 
which  this  dear  wife  and  darling  mother 
presided  with  so  mucii  grace  and  love, 
while  the  pearly  gates  of  heaven  have  heen 
thrown  wide  open  to  receive  the  soul  of 
one  whose  smiling  countenance  and  sweet 
voice  will  nevermore  he  seen  or  heard 
among  us.  Yet  the  many  good  deeds  ac- 
complished by     her     during     life     will     ever 
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bring  fortli  pleasant  words  and  thoughts, 
when  the  old  settlers  of  this  county  shall 
convene  frouj  time  to  time,  to  talk  of  the 
early  days;  when  the  veterans  and  "soldier 
boys"  meet  around  their  cairjj)  hres  to  re- 
late incidents  of  days  gone  by;  when  the 
church  and  Sabbath  School  convene  they 
will  miss  her,  and  in  fact  all  with  whom 
she  was  accjuainted  will  feel  that  by  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Cornelius  Cadle  they  have 
lost  a  true  frieiid,  a  brave  and  noble  woman, 
and  a  neighbor  whose  acquaintance  any  one 
would    feel    proud    to   possess. 

Tlio  announcement  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
(Jadle  on  last  Sunday  morning  came  like  a 
shock,  as  very  few  friends  knew  of  her  ill- 
ness l)eing  of  a  serious  nature.  Something 
like  two  years  ago  she  suffered  from  an  at- 
tack "of  astimia  that  impaired  her  health  to 
some  extent,  but  from  which  she  never  re- 
covered, although  she  made  a  trip  to  Cali- 
fornia, for  iier  health,  and  visited  with  her 
daughter  in  Clinton,  where  her  disease  re- 
ceived   sjjecial     treatment.      Last    week    her 
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illness  assumed  a  j^iave  form,  ami  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  Ahbie  Maliin,  was  telei)hoiu'd 
for  at  Clintou,  who  arrived  here  on  Friday 
evening.  Mrs.  Cadle  rallied  eonsiderahle, 
and  on  Sunday  morning  relished  breakfast, 
prepared  by  her  daughter.  A  little  later 
she  was  seized  witli  a  congestive  chill,  and 
before  the  loving  husband,  daughter  and  few 
friends  who  were  present  could  realize  it, 
she  had  expired,  with  a  sweet  smile  beaming 
on  her  countenance,  as  though  she  was  per- 
fectly willing  and  ready  to  join  her  Master. 
The  deceased  was  a  native  of  Orford,  New 
Hampshire,  and  was  born  January  Kitlj, 
1820.  In  her  early  days  she  attended  the 
Canaan  Academy,  where  she  obtained  an 
excellent  education,  and  acquired  a  liking  to 
instruct  the  young.  While  attending  the 
Academy  a  solicitation  for  a  teacher  was 
received  from  ex-Gov.  Lowe,  then  a  re.s- 
ident  of  Muscatine,  and  she  was  finally  in- 
duced to  yield,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Principal  of  the  Seminary,  Prof.  J. 
Everett  Sargent,  later  Chief  Justice  of  New 
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Hampshire.  Arriving  in  Muscatine  in  1847, 
she  taught  school  for  some  two  years,  and 
soon  became  very  popular.  In  1849,  March 
4th,  slie  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mr. 
Cornelius  Cadle,  who  is  so  well  and  favor- 
ably known  iu  Muscatine.  A  son  and 
daughter  were  the  only  children  given 
them,  Mrs.  Abbie  Mahiu  and  Mr.  Henry 
Cadle,  both   of  Clinton. 

Since  lier  residence  in  this  city,  Mrs. 
Cornelius  Cadle  has  always  been  known  to 
be  foremost  in  remembering  the  gallant 
soldier  boys,  wlio  are  now  veterans.  It  was 
through  iier  influence  that  the  Muscatine 
County  Soldiers'  Aid  Society  was  organized, 
of  wliich  she  was  chosen  President,  and  it 
seemed  to  lier  a  pleasant  task  and  duty  to 
do  all  that  was  possible  for  the  boys  in 
blue!  Her  kind  deeds  of  those  days  will 
not  be  forgotten  by  the  veterans,  who  are 
called  out  to-night  to  take  steps  towards 
attending  her  funeral  in  a  body.  Likewise 
was  she  associated  with  tlie  Soldiers'  Or- 
plians'    Home,    the    Soldiers'  Monument    and 
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many  other  things  winch  we  could  recall. 
Not  only  did  she  exhibit  her  true  christian 
spirit  in  this  noble  cause,  but  her  heart 
was  in  the  church  work,  being  a  member 
of  the  Congregational  cliurch,  of  which  her 
beloved  liusband  had  been  for  years  senior 
deacon.  Her  sympathy  and  support  with 
the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  was  eipially  as  strong, 
and  in  every  sense  of  the  word  she  was 
more  like  an  administering  angel  to  the 
wants  of  the  needy  than  anything  else  we 
can  describe.  Not  one  can  be  found  to  say 
ill  of  her,  and  if  as  much  could  be  said  of 
every  one,  what  a  pleasure  it  would  be  to 
live.

Mr.  Henry  Cadle  arrived  yesterday  ujorn- 
ing,  having  received  the  first  word  of  her 
serious  illness  when  the  telegram  reached 
him   announcing   her    death. 
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Her  step  son,  Mr.  Charles  Cadle,  arrived 
from  Victor  last  eveniog,  auJ  Cornelius 
Cadle,  Jr.,  is  expected  to-day,  as  is  Mr. 
Will  Cadle,  of  Chicago.  The  other  sou, 
Edward,  is  in  California,  and  will  not  be 
able  to  reach  Muscatine  in  time  to  attend 
the  funeral. 

The  funeral  occurs  to-morrow  (Wednes- 
day) afternoon  at  half-past  two  from  the 
Congregational  cliurch  — Muscatine,  (Iowa,) 
Daily  Tribune,  April  14th. 


The  Last  of  Harih. 

The  funeral  of  Mrs.  Ruth  L.  Cadle  this 
afternoon  was  of  a  character  to  deeply  im- 
press every  beholder.  The  casket  was 
loaded  with  beautiful  memorials  in  white 
flowers,  including  a  heart,  crosses,  an  anchor 
and  a  lovely  corbeille,  and  was  borne  to 
the  hearse  by  tlie  loving  hands  of  the  four 
sons,  Cornelius,  Jr.,  Charles,  Will  and 
Henry.     Their    sister,     Mrs.     Frank    Mahi  n 
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was  so  prostrat-ed  witli  the  trying  ordonl 
through  which  slie  has  passed,  tliat  it  was 
necessary  to   carry  her    to  the  carriage. 

In  the  cortege  as  it  passed  down  Second 
street  were  seen  forty  associate  ineud)eis  o[ 
the  Ladies'  Sohliers'  Aid  Society  whi(di  did 
such  uohhj  service  during  the  war,  and  of 
which  deceased    was    the    heloved    president. 

There  also  appeared  in  the  ))rocession  a 
column  of  forty  veterans  under  couiniand 
of  Col.  (;.  C.  Horton,  numbering  in  its 
ranks,  General  Robertson,  Col.  Beach,  (;a})t. 
Morgridge,  Adjt.  Munroe  and  others,  repre- 
senting every  service,  and  that  large  army 
of  soldiers  wlio  had  been  the  objects  in 
camp,  in  hosjjital,  on  the  march,  and  on 
the  battle  field  of  the  thoughtful  love  of 
her    whom    they    were    present    to    honor. 

Behind  the  boys  in-blue  came  a  numer- 
ous delegation  from  the  Old  Settlers'  So- 
ciety, grey-bearded  men  who  were  present 
at  the  laying  of  the  foundations  of  our 
beautiful  city,  and  who  were  testifying 
their   respect  to   one   whose   graces   of  heart 
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and  ijiiud  did  8o  much  to  ennoble  tliat 
earlier  iile  in  Mui-catine,  and  which  liave 
so  !-trikinj:ly  adorned  its  subsequent  history. 
'I'lie  Congrfgational  church  was  tilled 
with  luourniug  Iriends  and  citizens.  The 
lateuefcs  ot  the  hour  does  not  permit  of  a 
report  of  the  services.  It  can  be  imagined 
with  '.\hat  genuine  heart-grief  the  venera- 
ble pastor,  the  ]lev.  Dr.  Eobbins,  has 
brought  himself  to  the  ])erformance  of  as 
sad  an  olHce  as  has  fallen  to  his  lot  in 
this  pastorate  of  near  half  a  century,  and 
with  what  ati'ection  he  would  speak  the  last 
tribute  to  so  beloved  a  friend  and  parish- 
ionor  and  with  what  hope  he  would  illum- 
ine the  gra\e  of  so  true  a  Christian. —

The  01(1  Settlers  of  Muscatine  met  at 
the  City  Hall  this  morning  pursuant  to 
notice. 

President ,  Walton  called  the  meeting  to 
order  and  stated  that  they  had  convened 
to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Cor- 
nelius Cadle.  He  spoke  of  deceased  as  one 
who  had  always  taken  a  lively  interest  in 
tlie  society,  and  whose  character  was  such 
as  to  command  universal  respect  and  the 
lioraage  of  the  society. 

Hon.  D.  C.  Richman  moved  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  on  resolutions,  which 
carried . 

The  Chair  appointed  D.  ('.  Ilichman, 
G.  \V.  VanHorn  and  Suel  Foster  as  com- 
mittee. 
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While  the  couunittee  were  oat,  Mr. 
Geiger  said  ho  rei)i-esente:l  the  pupils 
taught  by  deceased  in  1847,  and  spoke  of 
attending  the  school  in  the  old  IJiijitist 
church. 

The  coininittee  on  resolutions  leturned 
and   reporte<i    the   following: 

The  old  settlers  are  called  together  to 
mark  the  passing  away  of  one  who  has 
endeared  herself  to  all  who  have  come 
within  the  range  of  her  circle  and  in- 
fluence. Utterly  unselfish  in  her  inter- 
course with  others,  her  study  was  to  do 
good  by  being  good  to  the  needy  and 
friendless.  To  bear  their  burdens  and 
crosses,  to  lift  up  the  fallen,  to  loose  the 
bonds  of  those  under  oppression,  was  the 
sweet  burden  of  iier  life.  Nor  was  the 
quiet  charm  of  her  manner  wanting  in  the 
social  circle,  and  especially  among  the  true 
and  tried  friends  to  whom  her  heart  was 
knit,  as  with  hooks  of  steel.  To  these  witii 
unassuming  gentleness  she  gave  her  confi- 
dence and  trust,  and  opened  the  rich  treas- 
ures of  her  heart  and  brain  as  she  discussed 
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the  granil  problems  that  agitated  tlie  public 
uiiiul,  until  slavery  and  uppression  were  bau- 
iahed,  ami  freedom  was  written  upon  the 
broad  arch  of  our  country's  sky.  "Home" 
was  witli  her  tlie  word  linked  with  "ilea- 
ven,"  full  of  joy  and  peace.  These  were 
the  treasures  of  her  earthly  life,  cherished 
and  loved  amid  all  the  weakness  and  suf- 
tering  she  endured,  even  until  the  lust  hour 
of  dissolving  mortality.  Our  friend  was  a 
christian,  not  only  in  name,  but  in  heart 
and  life;  the  silent  influence  of  her  faith 
and  trust  in  the  Divine  Master  was  mani- 
fest in  her  daily  life,  and  will  ever  fill  her 
memory    with  a   delightful   fragrance. 

Let  these  considerations  cheer  and  com- 
fort the  faithful  husband,  himself  on  the 
border  land  of  the  better  life;  the  children 
whose  lives  she  has  helped  to  mold  and 
fashion;  the  friends  who  possessed  lier  con- 
fidence, and  the  community  upon  which 
she  leaves  the  impress  of  her  life,  softly, 
yet  tirmly    stamped   forever. 
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It  was  moved    that  the  report   he  a(lo})tei]. 

Hon.  8uel  Foster  said  that  Mrs,  Ca,<lle 
came  from  tlie  same  State  as  liimsell  and 
the  president.  He  referred  to  the  early 
school  taught  hy  her  on  the  Iowa  City 
road.  In  the  speaker's  opinion,  deceased 
was  one  of  the  few  who  road  aright  the 
lesson  that  it  was  better  to  give  than  to 
receive— better  to  pay  personal  attention  to 
claims  upon  one's  charity  and  bonnty,  and 
by  this  rule  she  had  lived  and  wrought  a 
name  that  will  live  in  all  our  menjories, 
and  the  society  had  never  met  under  cir- 
cumstances requiiing  from  them  a  tribute 
of   a   higher   character. 

Joseph  Bridgnum,  ]*]sq.,  remarked  that  he 
early  formed  the  accjuaintance  of  deceased. 
Society  here  was  not  long  in  discovering 
the  beauty  of  her  character,  nor  did  it 
take   her   long  to     gather     around     her     the 
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laiuilies  of  the  Lowes,  Whichers,  Wood- 
wards aud  otliei'  leading  lioiue  circles  of 
the  tdwii.  Tlie  speaker  referred  to  the 
|)atriotic  part  taken  hy  deceased  during  the 
war;  also  to  her  happy  domestic  relations, 
tilling  the  place  of  mother  with  great  sweet- 
ness and  devotion  to  her  stepchildren,  and 
walking  in  utmost  harmony  and  happiness 
for  so  many  years  with  her  companion,  now 
sadly    left    to    pursue    his    pilgrimage    alone. 

Judge  Ricliman  bore  testimony  to  the 
happy  ability  of  Mrs.  Cadle  to  keep  iier- 
self  inteUigently  informed  u|)on  all  import- 
ant public  affairs  while  presiding  with  such 
care  and  devotion  over  the  interests  of  her 
liousehold. 

Alex.  Jackson,  Esq.,  referred  to  his  co- 
operation with  deceased  in  the  service  of 
the  sanitary  commission  during  the  war,  and, 
as  an  illustration  of  her  work,  mentioned  the 
rei)ort  sent  to  him  of  the  soldiers  suffering 
from  cold  in  Davenport,  and  uj)on  his  fail- 
ure  to    enlist     the     prompt     action     of    the 
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community,  how   his   application    to    her   en- 
Hsted    her   immediate  personal  attention  and 
resulted  in    wagon    loails    of    clothing    biiing 
put   at   his  disposal  for   shipment. 

The  report  of  tlie  committee  was  adopt- 
ed. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  members  of 
the  society  attend  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Cadle 
from   the  residence.

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Comrades  Robertson,  Muuroe  and  Baird 
were  appointed  a  cnrnniittee  on  resolutions.
